E lectrician. 
There was lately unveiled at Lyons, in 
France, a statue of Ampere, a famous man 
of science, who wrote some wonderful 
works on electricity, when that science was 
in its infancy, and whose name is perpetu­ 
ated in the word which signifies the unit of 
an electric current. 
It was said of his ‘ ‘Observations on Elec 
tro-Dynatnics, ” published in 1822, that 
“ the vast field of physical science perhaps 
never presented so brilliant a discovery, 
conceived, verified and completed with such 
rapidity.” 
But Ampere was so great a thinker that 
he forgot everything else when his thinking 
was going on. 
His simplicity of life made 
him an interesting character, ap art from 
his scientific work.

Probably there never was a more absent­ 
minded man. 
His wife had to keep track 
of his engagements for him, and often had 
great difficulty in getting him to keep them 
when his work was on his mind. 
One day he had a very im portant engage­ 
ment, to go out to dinner with some public 
men and men of science. 
The engagement 
was for 6 o’clock, and though he had been 
warned, Madame Ampere found him, when 
that hour had almost arrived, still toiling 
at bis desk. 
By dint of a good deal of effort, she got 
him to leave his work, and go to his bed­ 
chamber to dress for the dinner. 
He went to his room with his thoughts 
still on his work. 
He took off his coat and 
waistcoat, and finding himself in his shirt­ 
sleeves, he imagined that he had gone to 
lis room to ret iv, and thereupon went to 
bed. 
I here, an hour or two afterw ard, Ma­ 
in rue Ampere found him fast asleep.

Ism A J. A loins Jan. 15.—At 2 o’uVmk 
Monday 1-rge crowds congregated about 
English’s Opera House to witness the in­ 
auguration of Gov. Hovey. 
Admission to 
the building was by ticket only. 
At 2:30 
o’clock members of the House and Senate 
marched into the theater, escorted by a 
I and. 
On the stage were several hundred 
distinguished citizens. 
Just previous to the entrance of the Leg­ 
islators Gen. Harrison, accompanied by 
Judge E. B. Martindale and Mr. McKee, 
quietly entered tho lower right-hand box. 
His presence was instantly discovered, and 
a ripple of applause passed over the house. 
Many in tho galleries, however, did not 
understand the applause, and, after sitting 
a few moments, the General arose to dolt’ 
his overcoat and the galleries caught a 
glimpse of him, causing a renewal of the 
applause. 
The 
entrance 
of 
Gov.-elect 
Hovey on tho arm of Gov. Gray was the 
signal for a prolonged outburst. 
Tho lion. 
Mason J. Niblack, speaker of the House, 
called the assembly to order. 
The Rev. 
Dr. McLeod, of the Second Presbyterian 
church, opened the exercises with a fervent 
prayer. 
The Hon. Byron K. Elliott, chief 
justice of tho Supreme court, then stepped 
fo u lard and administered the oath of ofiice 
to Gov. Hovey, at the conclusion of which 
Speaker Nibiack introduced the new’ Gov­ 
ernor and the great audience tendered him 
an ovation, Gen. Harrison being one of the 
most vigorous applauders. 
Gov. Hovey 
then read his inaugural address. 
He dwelt 
at considerable length upon the purity, or 
impurity, of the ballot-box, and in this con­ 
nection said: 
In the late election charges of fraud 
and ocrruption have been freely made by 
the contending parties; and, whilo we are 
not authorized to sit in judgm ent as to the 
particular acts or eases, we cannot shut our 
eyes to tho facts. 
There is reason to be­ 
lieve that the ballot has been p fluted not 
only iii this State but in many of the other 
States of the Union and in both political 
parties until in the eyes of many respect©■ 
hie men it seems to be no longer regarded 
as a crime. 
This cannot continue and in­ 
crease if we hope to perpetuate our free in­ 
stitutions. 
If it does a moneyed aristocracy 
will soon control the destiniesof our nation, 
and that liberty which we now so highly 
prize will be lost to us forever. 
The dema­ 
gogue who would buy the vote of his poor 
and needy neighbor is far more corrupt and 
vile than his victim, and will only wait his 
chance to sell the lilierties of his country 
for a higher price. 
As a rule he who buys 
a vote will sell his own." 
Gov. Hovey then took up the question of 
the election laws, which ho said should lie so 
revised as to prevent, as far as possible, all 
frauds and bribery. 
He referred to the 
fact that the registration law’, for which 
provision had been made in the constitu­ 
tion, had not yet been enacted, and advised 
that this m atter bo attended to at the ear­ 
liest possible moment 
In order to prevent 
bribing or other fraud at tho polls he rec­ 
ommended that every po)I lie guarded by 
barriers which will prevent all p rs ms 
except the person voting from approaching 
nearer than fifty feet to the judges and 
clerks. 
The law should, Gov. Hovey said, 
provide that the buying or offering to buy 
the vote of any elector cr the hiring of any 
person to work for tile electi »u of any can­ 
ch late at the polls shall lie criminal, with 
penalty of disfranchisement for life to the 
briber and the bribed, aud for a second 
offense, after conviction, a penalty of two 
years in the State prison shall be imposed. 
The Governor took up the subject of 
political assessments, and said in this con­ 
nection: 
‘Make it unlawful un I criminal for any 
political convention or committee to de­ 
mand. exact or receive any assessment or 
contribution from any candidate for ofiice 
and provide the penalty of disfranchise­ 
ment for life to the member or members of 
such convention or committee who may de­ 
mand or attem pt to enforce such asses»- 
ment or contribution. 
No ofiice should l>e 
placed beyond the reach of the poorest man 
in the State. 
Nominations now are said to 
have their price, like the Roman purple of 
ancient days, and it is our duty, if possi­ 
ble, to put an end to such corruption.” 
Gov. Hovey advocated a local option law 
governing the sale of liquor, the purchase 
of school books by the State, and numer­ 
ous matters of local importance only. 
At the conclusion of the address the oath 
was administered by the Rev. Ira J. L’hasj^ 
anil the new Lieutenant Governor made a 
short address. 
The crowd on tho outside 
unable to get in numbered at least two 
thousand. 
Gen. Harrison and Gov. Hovey 
were roundly cheered as they left the opera 
house. 
The public reception given at tho Capi­ 
tol by ( lev. Hovey, Lieut. Gov. Chuse and 
the newly installed State officials and their 
wives was a brilliant event. Gen. and Mrs. 
Harrison and a large number of prominent 
Citizens of the State were present. 
The re­ 
ception closed at 9 o’clock and was followed 
by a ball, which was also largely attended 
and lasted until a late hour. 


T h o A v e ra g e A n n u al E x p e n d itu re o f Fix© 
W e ll-to -D o E n g lish L a d les. 
Our English qcusins probably spend less 
for dress than ^Americans do, although it 
may be hazardous to assert this as a gen­ 
eral rule. No doubt there are Englishmen 
who are lavish in this particular, as there 
are rich Americans who are prudent. Y et 
it will do no harm to observe the habit of 
9omefwell-to-do English people. According 
to an article quoted in the Christian at Work 
from an English magazine, the average an­ 
nual expenditure for dress by five English 
ladies w as: 
W ith a family income of four thousand 
uud&rs a year-, one Lam; red 
a IIIty dol­ 
lars; of five thousand dollars a year, two 
hundred dollars; of seventy-five hundred 
dollars a year, two hundred aud fifty dol­ 
lars , of ten thousand dollars a year, two 
hundred dollars for each of tares unmarried 
daughters. W ith suoh incomes here, some 
lames would spend at least twice or thrice 
as much on their wardrobe, and when they 
belong to families of largo wealth, their 
lavishness in this respect startles English 
observers possessing incomes as great, or 
even greater. 
The daughter of an Earl recently visiting 
New York declared her Inability to com­ 
pete with American ladies in the sm artness 
of their dress, and marveled at their 
grandeur, for they spent thousands of dol­ 
lars where she had hundreds to lay out on 
her wardrobe. 
In the m atter of the cost of dress of men 
there is also apparailtly greater economy in 
England. The average annual expenditure 
of twenty-eight bachelors consulted were 
only one hundred and fifteen dollars, the 
highest being two hundred aud fifteen dol­ 
lars, and the lowest seventy dollai-s. Yet 
they were all what are 
conventionally 
known as gentlemen of fair or good in­ 
comes. 
One of thirty-three years, and an income 
of thirty-tw o hundred dollars, spent two 
hundred dollars on his clothes; a second, 
aged thirty-five, and six thousand dollars 
income, says his tailor’s bill is about one 
hundred and seventy-five dollars a year, 
that he “gets a new suit of dress clothes 
every three years, and a new great coat 
every four;” and a third, aged thirty-one, 
with an income of between fifteen and 
twenty thousand dollars, “never spends 
more than one hundred and ninety dollars; 
a new dress suit every five years.”

W ily T h is &I«tho<l o f M aking 1’e o p ie A c ­ 
q u a in ted Is N o L on ger S atisfactory. 
The reckless and irresponsible way in 
which people w rite notes of introduction is 
rapidly thnowing a distrust on this whole 
system of making people acquainted, says 
the San Francisco Argonaut. The man who 
gives a letter of introduction has not only 
drawn upon his credit, so to say, in his 
friend’s feeling of kindness toward him, 
but he has become responsible for the man 
he presents. Many persons are inclined to 
assume that they can only be held respon­ 
sible for the strict wording of their note, 
as if the recipient could half receive tho 
acquaintance they only half indorse. 
The 
truth is, that the fact of having presented a 
man at all is in itself a claim which they 
have no right to press without being as­ 
sured that the character of the person for 
whom they stand will bear out the natural 
inferences to bo drawn from the fact that 
Be has been given a w ritten and formal in­ 
dorsement. Of course, at the bottom of this 
evil lies not a disposition to impose on a 
friend, but a lack of courage to refuse a fa­ 
vor 
to 
another 
when 
such 
a favor 
w#uld bo looked upon as 
a 
personal 
reflection. 
An 
eccentric 
old gentle­ 
man,who wTas exceedingly scrupulous in re­ 
gard to this m atter, always couched his re­ 
fusal to give a letter of introduction in the 
w ords: “ I am very sorry not to be able to 
oblige you, but I am convinced that you and 
the friend to w’hom you ask a letter would 
not be compatible.” The phrase was am­ 
biguous, but it served as w’ell as another. 
The refusal was the mala thing, and that 
the gentlem an-being a gentlosian—always 
insisted upon when he left that the acquaint­ 
anceship he was asked to bring about would 
not be agreeable to the recipient of the let­ 
ter of introduction as well as to the bearer. 
The m atter has been often touched upon; 
but, so far from the evil decreasing, it 
seems rather to be growing. People aro 
endeavoring to balance their moral laxness 
in this case by lessening the weight of pres­ 
entation notes, and the time seems to be not 
far distant when theso convenient and 
necessary credentials will have no weight 
whatever. The only thing that can be done 
is to impress upon individuals the need of es­ 
tablishing for themselves the reputation of 
being so particular that their notes of intro­ 
duction shall be absolute guarantees.

T h in B ed G ow ns M ost In ju d icio u s D u rin g 
W in te r W e a th e r. 
When the air is cold and tho weather in­ 
clement it is the general custom to wear 
garments of extra thickness and warmth, 
and to sit round roaring fires. But, asks 
Health, on going to bed, what takes place? 
In ninety-nine cases out of one hundred, 
people pass from the warm living-rooms 
into chilly bed-rooms. As if the sudden 
change from extreme heat—for there can 
bo little doubt that what with fires, gas and 
insufficient ventilation people are in the 
habit of breathing an atmosphere the tem ­ 
perature of which is considerably higher 
than it should hygienically be—to excessive 
cold is not sufficiently absurd, thej’ proceed 
to divest themselves of their several warm 
garments, to garb themselves in thin linen 
night shirts, and to consign their heated 
bodies to the cooling influence of unsympa­ 
thetic sh eets! Conventionality has habitu­ 
ated one to the custom; but a really serious 
contemplation of it can not fail to make 
the utter absurdity of tho custom clearly 
apparent. 
Tho Chinese, from whom many useful les­ 
sons have been learnt by more civilized na­ 
tions, can give us a wrinkle on this subject. 
John Chinaman sleeps in tho same kind of 
clothes a9 he wears in the day-time, the 
easy and flowing garments to which ho is 
addicted allowing of this without causing 
inconvenience. W estern nations aro not 
favored in the latter respect; but still it 
would be quite possible to replace the airy 
night-shirt at present rn vogue by some gar­ 
m ent which, as regards warmth, was equiv­ 
alent to the several distinct articles of 
clothing constituting the working dress 
worn by day. Dwellers in foreign coun­ 
tries invariably sleep in flannel garments, 
and the backwoodsman wraps himself in a 
stout woolen blanket and defies the ele­ 
ments. They are sensible. 
Tho human 
frame should, undoubtedly, be clothed in 
woolen garments, for wool is a bad conduc­ 
tor of heat. Enveloped iu flannel the body 
maintains a normal temperature, which i9 
of the greatest importance. No sooner does 
the temperature fall than the action of Che 
various functions becomes impaired; the 
nerves get out of gear, and tho whole sys­ 
tem suffers disorganization.

You reach the village the follow­ 
ing midday. Superstition and fear of con­ 
tagious diseases are great among this peo­ 
ple. 
The Dutch are accomplished herbalists, 
doubtless obtaining the knowledge of the 
Hottentots and Bushmen; they have herb 
brandies for colics and plants for sores- 
They are often the prey of quack doctors; 
the more as genuine practitioners, who 
have to go long distances, chargo heavily. 
A Dutchman is satisfied with the treatment 
so long as his medical adviser brings to the 
house a quart bottle of physic; if he pre­ 
sents him with a small vial he doubts his 
skill and sends for another man. The dead 
are buried on the farms, and over them 
traveling masons 
erect mausoleums of 
brick. Dutch women are enormous in size, 
good cooks in their style, gobble sw eets and 
cakes all day and tako little exercise. But 
now and thou a Dutch wife and her daugh­ 
ters may be seen kraalling the sheep at even­ 
ing. 
A Boer likes his w ife’s company, and 
will leave passengers by his wagon stuck in 
the mud and half starved while he tracks 
off fifty miles with another vehicle to pay 
a visit to tho vrauw. 
Feather beds are 
greatly prized by this people; they general 
ly carry their beds with them on journeys. 
The trekkings of the Boers are remark 
able. Annually the farm-house on the “low 
veld” is shut up, and tho sheep and cattlo 
are taken scores of miles up to tho “high 
veld” for mountain pasture. 
Beside some 
rushing stream the wagons are camped, 
perhaps tents are pitched, and domestic life 
goes on as usual. 
Fowls cluck among the 
wild grasses, aud the cows are milked be­ 
neath the shadows of mighty mountains. 
Tho general belief in the excellence of Boer 
shooting is no delusion. 
The people are excessively fond of music 
a n i dancing; coucertiua, harmonium and 
fiddle are their delight. 
A withered Hot­ 
tentot dwarf will draw a strain from the 
sole of an old shoe strung with sinew, and 
men and maidens will vigorously dance to 
it for hours. 
For dancing there is no touch­ 
ing tho English Afrikander, and his meas­ 
ures seem quite original. The Boers have 
a bad character for pilfering. 
When th© 
men and tho women enter an up country 
store they are allowed to carry off small 
goods like sw eets or ribbons, which they 
unconsciously pay for in the bill. 
The 
farmers are not often rich in money, their 
wool crops being mortgaged som etim es to 
the stores for two seasons ahead. 
“Young 
bloods” are independent and wild. A smart 
curveting horse and hat with white ostrich 
plume usually denoto this species. W hen 
a Boer drinks he is an entire fool. In order 
to keep a firm hand over tho young men 
riding transport, the elders of the Free 
State recently passed a bill prohibiting tho 
sale of liquor at wayside canteens, and 
thereby lost a large revenue. 
However, 
there are smugglers. 
The Boers are great religious form alists; 
and at certain times they and their families 
ride into tho villages from great distances 
to celebrate the Nachtmaal (night meal or 
commuuion), their 
wagons 
loaded with 
produce—presents for the parsons. 
A t this 
time business is brisk and the streets ar© 
like a fair. 
Y et, where natives and land 
are concerned, tho Boor’s constant violation 
of the commandments does not need point­ 
ing 
out. 
Tho Boers are by no means 
modest, and their family conversations ar© 
at times boisterously indecent. Household 
arrangements, save on rich farms, are nec­ 
essarily meager, and tho traveler must b© 
prepared to sleep on the floor in tho midst 
of four or’five sisters and their threo or 
four brothers, all growu up, while the head 
couple snore on an elevated and ponderous 
feather-bed in a curtained corner of tho 
room. When sleeping at a superior Trans­ 
vaal farm-house, it is well to examine th© 
m attress; if it rests on sheepskins, throw 
the skins out.

“ I can’t afford to have my hands lose 
time by trying to pick out a dozen wrap­ 
pers from a pound of this staff. 
If I 
take it, it will have to be as binder."
